Laclede Gas Co. of St. Louis was 
ordered today by the Missouri 
Public Service Commission to pro- | 
ceed forthwith to refund to its | 
customers in St. Louis and St. | 
Louis county $2.432,961 in excess | 
of payments collected from 1946 
to 1948, 


The money will come from a 
fund of $2,627,916 which Laclede 
received as a refund from its nat- 
ural gas supplier, Mississippi Riv- 
er Fuel Corp., after the latter's 
wholesale rates had been reduced 
in two cases by the Federal Power 
Commission in 1948 and 1950. 

The commission was told that 
mailing of checks could be com- 
pleted within 90 days or less. Al- 
though the company now has 
about 300,000 city and county 
customers, it estimated about 
415,000 checks would have be be 
issued, the average payment being 
about $5.86. Heavy users, includ- | 
ing househeating customers, will | 
receive appreciably more than 
his. 

Laclede had asked the state 
regulatory body to approve its | 
plan of refunding the impounded | 
money under which it would have | 
deducted $276,695 for expenses to | 
be incurred in the refunding op- | 
eration. The amount going to the | 
customers would thus have been | 
$2,351,222. 

In allowing only $194,952 of the 
expenses sought, the Public Serv- 
ice Commission increased the 
amount to be received by custom- 
ers. Principal item disapproved 
as expense was $96,531 which the 
company had paid in gross re- 
ceipts taxes to the City of St. 
Louis and various county muni-

46 Killed in Riots in Nigerian City 
Over Independence, 200 Injured 


Fighting in British Colony Laid to Dispute 
Over Setting Date for Self-Rule — 
Troops Called Out. 


LAGOS, Nigeria, May 19 (AP)— 
Deaths in three days .of rioting 
over WN independence 
mounted to 46 today with more 
than 200 injured in this British 
West African protectorate. 

Kano, population 107,000, larg- 
est city of Narth Nigeria and cen- 
urbance, looked like 
a battlefield. Barbed-wire entan- 
glements set off a no-man’s land 
between embattled factions, and 
troops patrolled the lines to keep 
the factions separated. 


A state of emergency was pro- 
claimed throughout North Nigeria 
and troops were called out yes- 
terday. 

The riots started Saturday 
when the local government at 
Kano canceled a permit for a po- 
litical meeting by the action 
group in the “Strangers’ Quarter” 
where 20,000 South Nigerians live.

Astin was fired several weeks 
ago from the diréctorship of the 
National Bureau of Standards by

Nor has any progress been made 
toward land reform and the re- 
lease of the small farmer from the 
landlord, from the Chinese money 
lender and from centuries-old sys- 
tems of land tenure.” 


Magsaysay told Stevensog he is 
worried that the elections will be 
rigged again, charging that Quir- 
ino could not win “without com- 
mitting more atrocities than he 
committed then—therefore, he 
must commit them.” 


Stevenson agreed there was 
some cause for fearing a repeti- 
tion of the 1949 tactics, citing the 
fact that Quirino has transferred 
“responsibility for peace and or- 
der” in a large area from the 
army to the more manageable 
constabulary. 

“This is a disturbing sign,” he 
wrote. “And it would be a bru- 
tal blow to democratic govern- 
ment in the Orient if the elec- 
tions in this critical year were 
crooked. Indeed, there are dark 
threats of open revolt if the 
methods of 1949 are used again.” 

Closing his article on a note 
of cautious optimism, Stevenson 


gested, accordingly, that the sym- 
bols of colonialism be removed 
and the symbols of nationalism 
sharpened. 

“For the old colonial system is 
dying in Asia and nationalism is 
a lusty, . kicking infant,” he 
wrote. “The outcome in Viet Nam

Air Minister Quits Mayer 


Funds Cut — Other 
Tests Shaping Up. 


Cabinet Over Planned|ua 


PARIS, May 19 (UP)—Premier 
Rene Mayer’s drive to force an 
austerity program through Parlia- 
ment was shaken today by the 
resignation of Air Minister Pierre 
Montel and rumblings of opposi- 
tion from legislators. 

Montel resigned last night in 
protest against a planned cut of 
$115,000,000 in air appropriations 
in lime with Mayer's ‘program to 
slash spending. 

The resignation weakened the 
Government's position at the out- 
set of a week-long National As- 
sembly debate on the Premier’s 
belt-tightening program. There 
was speculation that at least one 
other Cabinet minister might quit. 

Two other developments raised 
doubts that Mayer would be able 
to push his program through 
Parliament. 

The 85-member De Gaullist 
group in the Assembly showed 
signs of growing opposition to the 
Premier’s program. The group’s 
attitude had been doubtful since 


leaderless by dissolving his 
French People’s Rally (RPF) as 
a parliamentary party. 

The Catholic Popular Republi- 
cans (MRP), who have 89 mem- 
bers in the Assembly, also hinted 
they might withhold their sup- 
port. Some of the members 
charge Mayer's program is devel- 
oping into an “anti-worker” pol- 
icy in the face of spreading labor 
unrest.

Soviet Union.

HE first shock of the great change in the Soviet Union is over. 
The new rulers have set a rough course. They had to choose 
between increasing or reducing their aggressive pressure on 


the West, since nothing can sta 
reduce it. 


We do not know for how long 
er for what reasons. The West 
ean only wait and see, on guard 
against the worst possibilities, but 
flexible and swift to reorganize 
and exploit the best. 

Meanwhile, we have a chance to 
take stock and to look at the sit- 
uation both inside the Soviet 
Union and outside it in the light 
of our own knowledge. We can 
be sure that Premier Georgi 
Malenkov and his associates have 
been quite furiously taking stock; 
and it is important for us to have 
some idea of the situation they 
inherited when Stalin died. 

Inside Russia, it was evidently 
not a happy one. All the signs 
are that Stalin, close to death, | 
went mad in the traditional man- | 
ner of Russian autocrats. The af- 
fair of the doctor’s conspiracy has 
been blown up into a portentous 
riddle, but it is only a riddle if 
the obvious explanation is” ig- 
nored. 

Without pretending to any 
knowledge of the details, of the 
interplay of the personalities in- 
volved, it is as clear as what 
passes in Russia for daylight that 
Stalin, ill and old, broke down be- 
neath the weight of suspicion and 
fear, trusting nobody—perhaps 
not even those closest to. him— 
and dreamed up the pretext for 
a new purge. 

Pattern of Purge. 

If allowed to develop, this 
purge would have convulsed the 
Soviet Union, as it was convulsed 
by the purges of the middle 
“thirties,” and would have ended 
in the ruin of some of the most 
powerful of Stalin’s subordinates, 
pérhaps Interior Minister Lavrenti 
P. Beria himself, prehaps Foreign 
Minister Vyacheslav M. Molotov. 

There is nothing extravagant 
about such an interlude, at least 
by Russian standards. For cen- 
turies it has been an occupational 
disease of Russian autocrats on 
the edge of death to destroy those 
nearest to them in a frenzy of 
suspicion and rage induced by 
ehronic persecution mania. Sta- 
lin, it should, not be forgotten, 
went mad in thig way and nearly 
destroyed the Soviet Union in the 
process when he was 20 years 
younger and at the height of his 
powers. 

It would be reasonable to ex- 
pect a relapse on the edge of the 
grave. How he set about the busi- 
ness we can only guess. But it 
looks very much as though he 
went past his top co-ordinating 
ministers of the inner cabinet of 
the Ministry of State Security,

State of Hysteria. 


But the point to hold on to is 
that the new rulers of the Soviet 
Union inherited a country half 
paralyzed with fear and appre- 
hension under the hysteria of the 
vigilance campaign and already 
seriously damaged by arrests anc 
accusations at the higher admin- 
istrative levels. That had to he 
stopped at once, and it was 
stopped. 


There was a sweeping amnesty 
(which, however, has not immedi- 
ately affected the mass of politi- 
cal prisoners in the labor camps), 
the vigilance campaign was 
dropped, the doctors were re- 
leased and their arrest attributed 
to the machinations of wicked 
men in the Ministry of State Se- 
curity. 

At the same time, by using gen- 
tle words about the international 
situation and making reassuring 
gestures, some of which may turn 
out to be more than mere ges- 
tures, the new rulers sought to 
induce in the people of the Soviet 
Union a mood of confidence and 
hope.

A Blind Appropriation 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The action of the House in passing 
H.B. 407 was commendable insofar as it 
was a recognition of the need ‘of a sup- 
plemental retirement plan for public 
employes. But the statement of the 
sponsor that he did not know the 
number of state employes or what the 
plan would cost is rather surprising. 
Actuarial cost estimates should have 
been prepared before the introduction 
of the ‘bill. 

The measure provides for an auto- 
matic annual appropriation beginning 
July 1955 from “funds of the state not 
otherwise appropriated” of an amount 
necessary to carry out the provisions 
of the act. Without actuarial cost esti- 
mates this is a Dlind appropriation. 

The benefits under the act would 
be payable in addition to those from 
Social Security and many state em- 
ployes are under Social Security. An 
employe who averaged $300 a month 
in the last three years prior to retire- 
ment and had 30 years of service would 
receive about $150 a month. This added 
to his Social Security benefit of $85, 
would give a total of $235. 

If he has a wife, age 65, she would 
receive $42.50 under Social _ Security, 
making the total for the family $277.50. 
These total benefits are out of line as 
compared with total benefits under 
other retirement plans, both public and 
private, with Social Security included. 

The contribution of 5 per cent by 
employes when acxied to the present 
tax under Social Security of 1% per 
cent gives a total of 614 per cent which, 
as the Social Security tax increases, 
can be expected to reach a total of 
8% per cent. This is too much for the 
average employe to pay. Both the con- 
tributions and benefits ere too large 
for a plan that will supplement Social 
Security coverage. |

ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH Too Heavy on the Brakes 


The important thing about these words is 
their source. They come from an editorial in 
the conservatye magazine Business Week, call- 
ing upon the Eisenhower Administration to 
“ease the money squeeze” created by its mone- 
tary and credit policies. One of the editors of 
Business Week is Elliott V. Bell, a Republican 
fiscal expert who has acted as adviser to Gov. 
Dewey of New York. 


Has the Administration gone too far too fast . 


in tightening up money and credit? Business 
Week apparently believes so, and its concern 
is symptomatic of a widespread uneasiness which 
is not confined to Senator Sparkman and afher 
Democrats who have been warning that an 
excessively restrictive monetary policy may sow 
the seeds of future depression. 

Deputy Secretary of the Treasury W. Ran- 
dolph Burgess replies that the Administration 
is fighting inflation and. that ‘its policies are 
guided by congressional committee studies under 
Democratic leadership. But one study to which 
he refers—that conducted last year by a joint 
subcommittee headed by Representative Pat- 
man of Texas—took care to point out that Gov- 
ernment monetary policy “must be used with 
caution in order to insure that measures taken 
to halt an inflation do hot aggravate a subse- 
quent period of depression.” The question is 
whether the “hard money” men now running 
Washington have forféttén that necessary cau- 
tion in their anxiety to establish what they call 
“sound” financial policies. 

From the standpoint of the general welfare, 
the soundest monetary policy is one which 
makes intelligent usé of Government power to 
offset inflationary or deflationary influences at 
‘work in the economy. Such a policy will aim 
toward restriction of credit and the money sup- 
ply in time of inflation, and toward their liberali- 
zation when trends are opposite. 

The correctness of the “tight money” policy 
then depends upon whether inflationary or de- 
flationary influences are to be dominant in the 
months ahead. On this point nobody's crystal 
ball is infallible. Some Administration policies— 
for example the continuation of the deficit fi- 
nancing which the Republicans so roundly de- 
nounced when out of power—work in the di- 
rection of inflation. Others, such as the planned 
cutback in defense and foreign aid appropria- 
tions, work for deflation. The continuing de- 
cline in farm prices and incomes is another 
downward influ@&ce. 

One thing is certain. Administration policies 
are going: to make it harder for business men 
to borrow at the bank, for farmers to finance 
their crop operations, for consumers to buy 
automobiles and refrigerators and houses, on 
credit. They may discourage business investment 

ein new plant expansion, which has been one of 

the important sources of the current boom, and 
public works enterprises by cities and states 
which must now pay higher bond interest. 

If all of these consequences hold inflation ig 
check without precipitating a recession, the Ad- 
ministration’s gamble with tight money will 
have been justified. If not, it must be hoped 
that those in charge in Washington will change 
their policies soon enough to prevent a defla- 
tionary spiral setting in. :

In the speech which drew Senator McCarthy's fire, Attlee agreed 
with Churchill; he gave U. S. credit for major effort in Korea, 
but explained division of power between Administration and Con- 
gress; broader participation in talks, he said, might hasten truce. 


From the Address of Clement R. Attlee, Leader of Opposition, 
in British House of Commons, May 12 


The Prime Minister yesterday made a 
very remarkable speech, in which he gave 
us a very broad survey of foreign affairs, 
and he will have realized that.its general 
tone and approach was warmly welcomed 
on this side of the House. He also made a 
very realistic speech, and it is necessary to 
be realistic in foreign affairs. 

We are all united in this in this country 
in our earnest desire for peace, and we 
all welcome the signs of a change in the 
attitude on the part of Soviet Russia. I 
am inclined to agree with the Prime Minis- 
ter that perhaps the most significant thing 
has been the change in internal policy in 
Russia. A further~point on which I am 
very much in agreement with the Prime 
Minister is that “piecemeal solutions of in- 
dividual problems should not be disdained 
or improvidently put aside.” There is a 
great danger in trying to go out with a too- 
wide objective. 

Another point by the Prime Minister 
which struck me as wise was that one 
should not assume 
all the troubles. of 
the world are due to 
Communist initiative. 

I have no illu 
sions as to the activi- 
ties of the Comin- 
tern. No doubt there 
is a policy whereby 
Soviet Russia, for its 
own purposes, sup- 
ports every national- 
ist movement, but 
that does not mean 
that there are no 
genuine nationalist 
movements of which 
we have to take ac- 
count whether they are in’ Indochina, 
Egypt, Arabia or, for that matter, in Africa. 

It really is.an overall simplifying of the 
problem’ to put it all down to Soviet in- 
trigue. There is a body of opinion in the 
United States and some in this country 
that tend to do just that thing. On the 
other hand, there are people in this coun- 
try and elsewhere who tend to put down 
all our troubles to American policy. That, 
too, is a mistake. 


Contrast of Two Systems. 


Clement Attlee 


It is worth while saying a few words 
about the United States and about Ameri- 
can policy. I hope they will cause no of- 
fense. I hope that no one will suggest that 
I am in any way anti-American. I have 
very many friends in America and I 
worked in great harmony with President 
Truman and his advisers. I am very con- 
scious of all that the Americans have done 
for the world, besides in the war. Nor do 
I wish to attack the American Constitution. 
I merely want to state some facts. Let me 
begin with a contrast. 

The Prime Minister comes to the House 
and states his policy. It is the policy of 
the Government. He can, if he es, get 
a vote in this House in support of it or he 
can, as in this debate, be satisfied with the 
great measure of support on both sides. 
That policy is Government policy and will 
be carried out. Look on the other side. 


‘President Eisenhower makes a great | 


speech. It is the President’s speeth. He 
speaks for the Administration, but in 
America power is divided between the Ad- 
ministration and Congress. For instance, 
the Administration may desire to spend so 
many millions in support whether of arma- 
ments or some other object, but Congress 
may cut it down several millions of

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shortly thereafter the Secretary of State 
Mr. Dulles makes a speech, which, I 
thought, struck rather a different note. 
We do-find on occasions that there is one 
policy being run by the Treasury, another 
by the State Department, and perhaps an- 
ther by the Pentagon. 

A further point seems that the American 
tradition is to give their representatives 
overseas a freer hand than we give ours, 
and less direction. Therefore, we find 
that Gen. Harrison, in the Panmunjom 
negotiations, seems to make observations 
on his own, right off his own bat, and even 
a broadcast. One wants to face these facts. 

One of the facts of the world situation 
is that the American Constitution was 
framed for an isolationist State. Ameri- 
cans did not want to have anything to do 
with Europe. For many years they had 
practically no foreign policy, but I do not 
think that that situation is particularly 
well suited to a time when America has 
become the strongest State in the world 
and has to give a lead. 


No Criticism Meant 

I am not in any way criticising the 
Americans or the Constitution. I am en- 
deavouring to state facts, because I think 
that people often are misled and there 
are isunderstandings and _ disappoint- 
ments because we do not understand the 
American Constitution. 

During the Second World War, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt showed himself a very 
great man. He was also a very great poli- 
tician and he managed to “work in”. Con- 
gress to his desires. I think that President 
Truman very skillfully used to buttress 
himself with two great Senators, Senator 
Vandenberg and Senator Connally. But 
sometimes one finds that Congress takes 
the bit between its teeth and one some- 
times wonders who is the more powerful, 
the President or Senator McCarthy. 

One of the disadvantages of the Ameri- 
can system of democracy is that it is some- 
times hard to find where effective power 
lies. All this has some reference to the 
position of the negotiations in Korea. 

All my information is, though I may be 
wrong, that the Chinese want-a settlement. 
I believe that the United States Adminis- 
tration want a settlement. The negotia- 
tions are in the hands of the American 
command on behalf of the United Nations. 
But there are elements in the United 
States that do not want a settlement. It is

The late F. O. Matthiessen once observed 
that most modern American poetry follows 
the tradition either of Poe (fine crafts 
manship) or of Whitman ( al conscious- 
ness). Yet there is a large middle ground 
to consider, and we cannot overlook the 
more immediate influence of Yeats, Auden 
and other recent European poets. 

The first three of these new books of 
verse stress craftsmanship, “The Fourth 
King,” somewhat in the Yeats tradition, 
opens a biography of Adam, who symbol- 
izes man. Adam ends 
by contemplating his 
inevitable escape 
from earth, “the old 
serpent, whom he 
has found out but 
loves, and wondering 
whether he will ever 
understand what he 
knows or desire what 
i'm he believes.” 

While such a plan 
is not new, it is at 
least lofty; in fact, it 
seems too Jofty to be 
treated in a scant 37 
pages. Hence some 
verses express vague 
or familiar generalizations which are not, 
as in Wallace Stevens, enlivened by crisp, 
colorful images. One might wish that Adam 
were more clearly identified with modern 
man, and that his experiences ‘were told 
more fully. Mr. Smith has a mature, .nat- 
ural style and skillfully uses a variety of 
meters and forms. 

Mrs. Stevenson, who also works in many 
forms, is most successful with word-pic- 
tures, as in “After Renoir.” She effectively 
brings out motion, sound and other physi- 
cal qualities. This type of poetry is, of 
course, limited, 

It cannot communicate grand ideas ex- 
cept by illustration, and our poets have 
not yet learned the oriental value of the 
image symbol. But it allows free play to 
personal memory and emotion. 

“Sword in Eden,” a first book by a 
young artist, has youthful lightness. It 

hows the usual sway of our latter-day 

pphos, but also draws on the ever-fresh 
pre-Elizabethan lyricists, An occasional 
forced rhyme (“gifts of, life! swords of 
strife”) is partly offset by a striking close 
(“as death, the anonymity of grass”’), 


The author of “Miasma” writes sensi- 
tively of his war experiences and life in 
Texas. Sometimes an archaism slips into 
his good Oil Belt English,’ or an unfortu- 
nate groping for the different word (“sabu-

OMESICKNESS. It’s a common and dread malady which 
H sttsces young campers, “new” boys and girls at school, 

young people away from home on their first job and even 
adults traveling abroad. 

Little scientific study has been devoted to this probleg, 
though it is one seriously recognized by good camps and 
good schools. 

However, Mrs. Hattie Smith, president of the New 
England Camping Association, suggested to us an interesting 
aspect of the homesickness problem which we hadn't previously 
considered. And that was that the general and somewhat 
undifferentiated complaint, “homesickness,” often covers a 
multitude of other more specific difficulties.

WE TELL YOU about this because it is so similar to the 
situation which we frequently meet in the schools, particularly 
in the first grade. Children say that they “don’t like” school 
and don’t want to go. 

Actually, careful and skilled questioning by parent and/or 
teacher often reveals that the child is well equipped. for 
first grade and actually doing well in first grade. But it 
also reveals that this child finds some one specific aspect of 
the situation difficult or frightening: Some big boy snatches 
his hat on the way to school. He can’t put on his own gubbers, 
yet the teacher requires him to. 

If you can only find out and clear up this one difficulty, 
often the whole rest of the school adjustment is all right.

Camp counselors and directors might well be alert to 
this. They might try to provide an opportunity so that a new 
camper can complain about his bunkmate, or the schedule that 
seems.too complicated, or the specific requirement or rule that 
seems so difficult and dreadful to him. 

A little care at the beginning can make camp, like school, 
a success for many of these borderline cases who without 
special care might slip over into failure.

Hollandaise 


Made With 
Hot Water 


By Edith M. Barber 


ERHAPS. the asparagus season 

is responsible. At this time of 

year readers always ask about 
Hollandaise sauce, One request is 
for Hollandaise that calls for the 
addition of hot water. 

The writer prefers a sauce 
which is not quite so rich as the 
true Hollandaise. After the latter 
has thickened, boiling water is 
beaten in very gradually. The 
sauce is then allowed to cook an- 
other minute over hot water while 
it is stirred constantly. Other 
recipes call for melted instead of 
solid butter, and results will be 
good if the sauce is cooked over 
hot, not boiling, water. 

Another reader requests a 
recipe for Bearnaise sauce that 
may be served with steak or with 
fish. The basic Hollandaise sauce 
is used, but the lemon is replaced 
by vinegar and chopped chives 
and parsley are beaten in just be- 
fore the sauce is served. 

Hollandaise Sauce Variation. 

One cup butter or margarine. 


Two egg yolks. One tablespoon 


lefnon juice. One-third cup boil- 
ing water. Salt. Cayenne or ta- 


Place half the butter or mar- 
garine, egg yolks and lemon juice 
in small saucepan and stir over 
hot, not, boiling, water, until but- 
ter or margarine is melted. Add 
remaining butter or margarine 
and continue stirring over hot 
water until sauce thickens. Beat 
in the boiling: water very grad- 
ually, and continue stirring one 
minute. Add seasoning to taste. 

Bearnaise Sauce. 

Use recipe for Hollandaise 
Sauce Variation, replacing lemon 
juice with vinegar. Add one ta- 
blespoon minced chives and one 
tablespoon minced parsley.
